rapid operators and better ones—with accur- 
acy as important a factor as speed. 

The Rules. 

Some persons in the west as well as a few 
in New York have been trying for months to 
bring about a modification Of the rules, so as 
to lessen the penalty for errors by reducing it 
from five words to one word for an error. 
Opinions were solicited by Mr. Patterson from 
the contestants in former years as well as 
from others, but practically all favored keep- 
ing up the standard set in past contests. The 
most notable endorsement of the high stand- 
ard method came from the Asheville conven- 
tion of the National Reporters’ Association, 
August 8, 1907, when after Kendrick C. Hill 
read his paper entitled “Shorthand and Type-

PROF. J. N. KIMBALL, OF NEW YORK, 
introduced a resolution sustaining the former 
rules and particularly the five word penalty. 

The only change made in the rules for the 
recent contest over former years was in not 
counting more than one error in any one word. 

It may be interesting to many to note here 
why a five word deduction is found necessary 
and agreeable to the operators. 

“Professional” operators could, if they so 
desired, skip such words as “unconstitutional” 
and “manufacturing” and in their place write 
several following words of small syllable, and 
if a “one word count” were made, they would 
be far ahead of the game. 

It was suggested that one word for 
error be counted and five words deducted for 
each word omitted. The “professional” again 
could strike the letter “a” when reaching the 
longer words and still “fake” the count. 

This was the main reason for the five word 
count, and although not appearing well to the 
public, if followed up in after years will prove

banker cares for other people’s money when he receives their de- 
posits and puts them to profitable use. He cares for other people's 
money when he sells bills on distant points, thus practically caring 
for his customer’s money in transit. He cares for his customer's 
money when he supplies the customer with investment securities 
and advises him in regard to the investment of his fortune. It is 
in connection with this last function of the banker that the neces- 
sity for underwriting arises. 

In the first place, it is necessary for you to realize why railroad 
companies or other corporations in need of money find it advi- 
sable, and indeed find it necessary, to deal with bankers for the 
purpose of disposing of their securities. In dealing with bankers 
they are enabled at once to sell the total amount of securities that 
they wish to place, and are assured at once of the money that they 
require for the prosecution of their business. If, instead of dis- 
posing of their securities at wholesale, as it were, they were to 
retail them to investors and brokers, they would run all the risk 
of changes in the money market and intervening panics, which 
might leave them to weather trying financial times only partly 
financed. There is the further consideration that investors would 
be slow to purchase securities on the strength only of the borrow- 
ing corporation's representation. The borrowing corporation, of 
course, is an interested party. When it sells to a banker, the 
banker investigates every phase of the situation, and, being an 
expert in the matter, bonds or shares, when placed before the 
public by him, come to the public with the recommendation of an 
expert and with the assurance that all questions affecting either 
the validity or the security of the investment have been thoroughly 
looked into and approved. In ordinary circumstances it might be 
unnecessary to say anything in explanation of the advisability or 
necessity of the corporation dealing with the banker as the whole- 
sale dealer in securities. But there has been so much unbalanced 
talk on the question of the relations between corporations and 
bankers as to lead an uninformed person to imagine that honestly 
managed corporations should deal direct with the investing public, 
and that the presence of the banker is unnecessary and results 
from corrupt relations between the banker and the officers of the 
corporations. When a corporation wishes to dispose of bonds or 
stocks, it tells its banker the nature of the security it wishes to 
create and the price it hopes to obtain therefor. It then-receives 
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Underwriting the Sale of Corporate Securities. 


from the banker such suggestions as the banker may wish to make, 
for the purpose of improving either the security or marketability 
of the investment, and, as a result of the consultation between cor- 
poration and banker, they agree upon a form of security adapted 
to the market and to the conditions under which it is to be placed. 
In the matter of the railroad corporations, these requirements 
have become almost classic; in regard to industrial corporations, 
there is room for much ingenuity and originality, inasmuch as this 
kind of investment is still new in this country, and also because the 
greater diversity of commercial enterprises makes the require- 
ments of different companies vary one from another. 

The English investing public has long been familiar with 
investments in industrial securities, and if you will look at the 
London financial papers, the Economist or the Statist, you will 
see on almost every page the reports of annual meetings of indus- 
trial corporations. The seturities of restaurant companies, soap 
manufacturers, hotel companies, etc., etc., are held by the public 
generally, and the public has learned the lesson that in purchasing 
the shares of such companies they become partners in the enter- 
prise, and, like other partners, may expect larger returns on their 
investments in good times and the possible total cessation of divi- 
dends during periods of depression. With us we are prone to 
expect that all shares having once begun the payment of dividends 
at a certain rate shall continue payments at such rates. 

In the creation of bonds and debentures—debenture bonds be- 
ing unsecured bonds or obligations—of industrial corporations, it 
is often inadvisable for the corporation to mortgage or give any 
lien upon its property or assets, as this may interfere with the line 
of ordinary commercial credit that such corporation may be in the 
habit of receiving from its bank at certain seasons of the year. 
In most commercial undertakings there are recurring seasons of 
the year when a company lays in its stock of raw material. At 
this time it requires more cash than at another time of its fiscal 
year. When this raw material has been worked up into the 
finished product and the selling season sets in, cash begins to flow 
back to the corporation, and out of this cash the bank loans pre- 
viously contracted are liquidated. It may not be economical for 
such a corporation, which may require additional cash during 
perhaps three months of the year, to have permanently on hand all 
the cash needed for its maximum requirements ; but, on the other

Besides 
these buildings are the power house, drying 
cepartment and various other smaller build- 
ings used for different purposes. All parts of 
the vlant are connected by means of bridges, 
so that any part may be reached at any time 
with the least possible delay. Railroad tracks 
are laid on both sides of the plant so that the 
shipping facilities are unusual and ample.

(the assembling department). When the proc- 
division No. 2 are completed the 
foreman or contractor delivers the parts com- 
plete, so far as his work is concerned, to 
division No. 3 and requires a receipt for it. 
The foreman of division No. 3 will not sign 
the receipts until he has checked over the 
stock and found it all in the proper condition, 
if he receipted for what he did not get he 
would have to replace it at his own expense. 
When division No. 3 has assembled the parts 
and made them ready for the finish they are 
delivered to division No. 4 and are receipted 
for by the contractor of that department. 

Thus each department receipts for stock 
from the preceding department and requires 
one of the succeeding department. There is 
no chance for error or confusion. The re- 
ceipts referred to are made on the copies of 
the order, which are turned in immediately to 
the general superintendent, and on these the 
contractor gets his pay. It also serves to 
show the general superintendent where the 
order is at all times. 

The orders are, made for quantities that 
will insure the most economical handling and 
at the same time not be so large as to be 
burdensome in any of the departments. 

This plant has its own power house where 
they generate not only their own power but 
their own light as well. In addition to this 
they have their own water system and are 
not dependent upon the city water works at 
all, although they are connected up with them. 
\ny shortage in their own pumping service 
would automatically open the valves of the 
city system so that the pressure is kept about 
the same all of the time. In addition to this 
they have their own fire department and fire

Fortune Awaits the Man Who Will Produce 
Some Sort of a Covering That Will 
Last in the Tropics. 

“The man who can invent some sort of a 
finish for typewriters so that they will not 
rust or tarnish in the tropics can make a for- 
tune,” said M. P. Broderick of Syracuse, at 
the Kirby House. 

“I know that in our works everything has 
been tried and nothing has been found to be a 
complete although some things are 
decidedly better than others. Gun metal fin- 
ish was thought to have solved the problem, 
but after a time that too, gave way before 
the elements 

In the West Indies and the Philippines the 
government buys large numbers of typewrit- 
ing machines and attention was long ago 
called to the tarnishing of the scale plate and 
other parts of the typewriter mechanism. A 
machine worth $100 and over is within a few 
months reduced to the condition—judged by 
its outward appearance—of machines that have 

,., been in service for years in the United 
; States. It is a fact that the mechanism does 
not get in the bad condition that the outward 
rust would indicate, but the marketable value 
of the machine deteriorates many per cent 
within six months 
The greatest care in the way of covering up 
t night and rubbing dry many times a day, 
27-31 does not prevent the tarnishing. The air 
seems to carry moisture that is especially hard 
work. I heard too, that the 
rollers for printing presses give out for the 
much quicker than in a cooler

000.00. the total of our sales shrinks to $114,- 
000.00, our net profit to $4,000.00, our per- 
entage of profit to 31-2% on the total sales 
ind 10% on our investment, while our ex- 
pense account is increased from 25 to about 
26 1-3% on the total sales. ° 
Some present will probably call to my at- 
tention that I have lost sight of the fact that 
large number of sales will be made of 
voods in broken packages at higher prices 
nd upon an increased margin, but it must be 
borne in mind that such sales while large in 
number are small in amounts and it requires 
large volume of them to offset one large 
le made at a discount. 
And we must further bear in mind that we 
ve voluntarily relinquished our profits on a 
rge majority of these small sales by adding 
time to time to our “leaders” nearly all 
f the staple items which are in the greatest 
emand and reserving for high marks those 
goods which are only occasionally called for. 
We have adopted our competitor’s leaders 
nd he has adopted ours until there are very 
w orphans left on the list.

I will venture to say that there is more than 
one stationer present at this session whose 
method of figuring prices has been very sim 
ilar to the one described and that he has felt 
the force of the results at the end of more 
than one business year without being able to 
fully account for it 

I will attempt to mention some of the les 
sons to be learned by a study of these figures 

An Ideal System. 

If we were conducting a business where we 
had no customers who understood the mean 
ing of the word discount as applied to prices, 
and could make all of our sales at the prices 
marked on the goods, the ideal way of mark 
ing them would be to add 50% to the prices 
paid for them, whiche would mean a margin of 
33 1-3% on the prices at which they were sold 
less the cost of handling, which we know to 
be 25% on the sale or 37'%% on the factory 
price; yielding a net profit of 8 1-3% 

Unfortunately; however,—or fortunately as 
we may be inclined to regard it—we receive 
a large volume of business from large buyers 
who expect discounts and who are in fact en 
titled to them, as large orders can be handled 
with smaller expense than small 
must keep ‘in mind that that percentage of ex 
pense will grow larger with every order filled

33 1-3% margin necessary to cover our pet 
centage of expense and net pront 

The theory is a simple one, familiar to mos 
merchants, but the difficulty lies in the prac 
tice 

The goods which the aver iwe commercial 
stationer is called upon most frequently to 
sell at a discount are those st iples for which 
there is the greatest demand and which ar 
sold at retail upon such close margins that 
there is little or no opportunity to recoup 
The margins lost upon those goods sold at a 
discount must therefore be made up by mark 
ing other and less staple lines upon a more 
liberal percentage 

To do this with any degree of accuracy the 
stationer must first adopt a percentage meth 
od of figuring his prices, so that every time a 
bill of goods is sold at a discount, he can ap 
proximately determine the margin that is be 
ing sacrificed in each particular invoice An 


accurate record month by month should be 
kept of the volume of sales made upon a dis 
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count basis. This can easily be done by

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Conventions and Shows. 


This being the first time that a special station 
er’s section was featured in the show, the dis 
plays were not as extensive as they will be in th 
future. Enough interest was manifested in the 
matter, however, to convince the management that 
such a section is wanted and more elaborate plans 
have been made for this feature at the Chicago 
show. 

That the shows are attracting more Commer 
cial Stationers each year, was evidenced in New 
York. Stationers from all over the country, and 
from abroad, were in attendance and found many 
things of profitable interest 


As a stationer’s section, this part of the 
show was not a decided success, but as a 
whole there is no contradiction that the Busi 
ness Show was very interesting to any com 
mercial stationer who took the time to visit 


it, and there were many “live fellows” from all 
parts of the country—yes, from all parts of the 
world—and they discovered many things that 
were interesting and instructive 


It is proposed that the Chicago Business 
Show, which will be held in February next 
will feature this section of “Stationer’s Ex 
hibits” more than was done in New York—in 
fact, Chicago is a far better place for the 
manufacturers to make an exhibit of interest 
to the commercial stationers, for the reason 
that many more of them visit the Chicago 
show In fact, Chicago is much more a 
“Trade Show” than New York, from the fact 


that in the East more of the retail buyers from 
New York, surrounding territory and from 
abroad, visit the show, while in Chicago, more 
of the selling representatives make the show 
an object of their attention 


The National Stationers Meet. 
In July next, the National Association of 
Stationers and Manufacturers of the U. S. A 


hold their annual yearly meeting, where there 


will be collected together some 300 to 400
